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Editorial Comment 


SMALL TOWN BOOM - 


It used to be, how y’gonna keep ’em down on the 
farm...or small towns? Now it seems to be just the op- 


posite. 


That, at least, is the indication of a report released by 
the head of population studies in the Department of 
Agriculture’s Economic Research Service. Based on 
statistics for 41 states for the period 1970 to 1973, the 
report shows that the movement to $mall cities and 
towns is gaining so that the rate of population growth in 
big cities and suburbs now is less than that in mon- 


metropolitan areas. 


According to Agriculture, this is a reversal of the 
historic population trend since 1910, with the exception 
of a brief slow down during depression years. 
Demographers consider the change dramatic, but they 
do point out that it does not mean a decrease in urban 
population; merely a slowing of metropolitan area 
growth — and congestion — and a marked gain in non- 


metropolitan. 


Agriculture’s experts emphasize the fact that this new 
population trend is not just expansion of large cities into 
rural areas. The most significant growth rate has come in 
counties not adjacent to such areas. 

To millions of people this new availability of small 
town living will be a boon. But the odds are that it is a 
bane to environmentalists who see rural areas 
blossoming with new industries and homes where the 
ecosystem once existed in lonely tranquility.

Development 
At Crossroads 


FRESNO — Water leaders 
from all western states are 
meeting in Fresno Nov. 13-15 
for the 43rd annual convention 
of the National Water Resources 
association, an organization 
devoted to helping shape 
national policy in water 
development, flood control and 
resources conservation. 

More than 1,000 delegates 
and guests are attending the 
sessions at the Sheraton Inn, 
convention headquarters. 
Speakers include key spokesmen 
on water matters from Congress 
and the executive branches of 
state and federal government. 
Convention theme is: Western 
Water Development at the 
Crossroads. 

According to Ralph Brody of 
Fresno, president of the 
California Reclamation 
association, host group for the 
convention, the west is faced 
with a discouraging picture of 
cutbacks in water development 
programs at the same time 
pressures are being exerted to 
increase production to meet 
rising world requirements for 
food and fiber.

IN FIRE LOSSES 


FRESNO — Fire season in 
state protected areas of central 
California has énded, with the 
summer toll setting a new high 
in the south Sierra region. 

Deputy State Forester 
Howard E. Moore of Fresno says 
that fire incidence in the 
southern valley climbed to 1226, 
a 20 percent jump over the 
previous high of 1015 recorded 
last year. 

Moore blamed the rise on 
continuing forest arson 
attributed largely to young 
thrill-seekers and vandals, who 
set fires for “kicks.”” Nearly 25 
percent of the total fire 
occurrence is laid to this cause, 
Moore stated, citing arson as the 
leading fire cause in the region. 

Damage losses totaled 31,000 
acres, nearly two and a half 
times above normal. “This 
relates to nearly 50 square miles, 
consisting largely of grazing 
range,” Moore related.

RECORD NUMBER 
OF FOREST FIRES 


PORTERVILLE — With 1974 
fire season ended in Sequoia 
National forest, John A. 
Leasure, forest supervisor, 
reports that during the 
six-month fire season an all-time 
record number of fires - 311 - 
burned a total of 4,032 acres of 
National Forest land. 

Over 90 percent of the 
burned acreage was accounted 
for by 88 man-caused fires; the 
largest fire on the forest, 
Adelaide, on July 5, of 4,350 
acres, was the result of 
fireworks, whereas, the 223 fires 
caused by lightning were usually 
held to less than one acre in size. 

Leasure noted an increase in 
man-caused fires over the 
five-year average due mostly to 
carelessness.
